Have he furnace lin- 
ing inspected to assure the carbon 
‘monoxide cannot leak into . the} ¢ 
jacket and heating ducts, -no mat- 
ter whether you heat with coal, 
gas or oil, Remember. that where 
is smoke or smell there is usually 
carbon monoxide, and there may.

is no. smoke or smell.

2. Be sure tht the carburetor 
on your car is properly’ adjusted 
and that the exhaust system is 
absolutely tight. Don’t warm yaur 
car up by running the engine in 
a closed garage. Keep a window 
open when you drive long dis- 
tances. Close the fresh air intake

hust fumes from the car ahead. 


are not drawn in. If you begin to 
feel -drowsy, dizzy or slightly

3. Don’t take chances on “park- 
ing” in-an _autmobile with the 
engine running, even with a win- 
dow open, 

4. When you stay in a tourist 
or. hunting cabin, make sure that 
the space: heater is vented and 
that the vent is. open; and for 
double security, raise the window 
before returing. A bird nest or 
leaves may clog. the chimney. 

5..Don’t use a gas or ~ kerosene 
oven or the burners.on your stove 
to warm up. the "kitchen. these 
cool. mornings. _Remember,.. too, 
that the snug, drowsy feeling you 
get when yousit by the fireplace 
or over the hot air register may 
be due.to carbon monoxide. 

If you work ina garage or ser- 
vice station where cars are re- 
paired, be sure that. any -.motor 
running. inside’. the building: is 
vented to the outside of the build- 
ing. Don’t take. any - stock: in 
“ozone generators” or like equip- 
ment for the-elimination of. car- 
bon monoxide dangers. 

Open all the doors-of a house, 
eabin, garage or car ‘throught to 
nave carbon’ monoxide’ contamin- 
ated air. If a person has been over- 
come by carbon monoxide remove 
him at. once to open air; keep him 
warm; and call a doctor, and 
while waiting, apply. artificial 
respiration, if necessary.

CONTAINS NO: YEAST 


Salt rising bread. is . aifferent. 
in that it contains -no yeast --at 
all—it is started by sealding. a 
mixture of cornmeal, sugar : and 
salt in hot. milk to the: consistency 
of mush, 

It’is a heavier type “with a 
sweetish taste. which is a favorite 
of many people. < 

Since. only’ a moderate’ amount 
of salt-is used, the orgin of the 
name “salt rising” is its only 
mystery, says. Mrs. Ruth.» Beegle 
Michigan State College 
foads and. nutrition department: 

When this cornmeal mush is 
allowed to ferment . overnight 
bacteria develop, forming gas 
which causes the bread to rise. 
This: mush. mixture is called 
“rising”? or “lightnin” or ‘“empty- 
ings” in various sections of ,, the 
country. 

In. the morning, after the 
water, soda and flour are added 
to'make a. thick batter... Then 
this is allowed. to. rise. for two 
when more flour..is. added. 
A small amount of: -lard 
is worked into.the dough before 
the loaves are finished as in any 
other bread. 

Salt rising bread is not  mys- 
terious in itself. It. should never 
be confused with yeast starters 
or even sour dough -bread. It is 
different for it contains no yeast 
at all. :
